New York—I want to pass on 
the information that experts are 
predicting a craze for costumes in 
blue and red. It may be because 
Paris is having another exhibition 
of paintings, this time by Cezanne,

Hide Picture Wires 


If you have any pictures to 
hang, here are some hints on 
proper picture hanging, whether 
etching, print, water color or oil 
painting, and regardless of size, 
try to hang without wires show- 
ing. If a cord must be used, it 
should match the color of the 
walls. If a wall is covered with 
patterned paper in which several 
colors appear, the cord chould 
match the least conspicuous of 
these colors rather than carry out 
a note of accent. 

If pictures are hung with visible 
cords or wires, the hooks should 
be disguised in some way; behind 
a rosette or behind some metal or- 
nament designed especially for 
this purpose. Pictures should be 
hung low c-ov~h so that it is not 
a strain to look at them.

Let Child Read Books 
Of Fact and Fancy

HE PROBLEM of the child’s 

reading is a puzzle to many 
parents. First. there is the ques- 
tion of what books he-shall read. 
and then, how much time the 
child ought to 
devote to read- 
ing. Naturally. 
when he is 
growing it is 
wise to allow 
him to play 
outside as 
much as possi- 
ble. Too much 
reading is bad, 
but the time 
can be arrang- 
ed to give op- 
portunity for 
both. In Rus- 
sia and Germany, children’s books 
are being used for propaganda. 
This idea is gaining momentum in 
other countries. In this way, the 
leaders hope to mold the child’s 
social viewpoint. But it is a tre- 
mendous sacrifice for the child. 
You cannot limit the reaches of a 
child’s imagination and expect 
him to develop a broad mental 
scope. 

If a child’s reading is limited to 
stories of fact only, it likewise 
hampers his intellectual growth. 
Parents think their children are 
reading with a purpose when they 
read qnly books of fact. From this 
may develop a love of truth and 
a hunger for the collection of 
more facts. But what of reading 
for pleasure? Such books are de- 
serving of a place on the child’s 
book shelf. 

The world is changing, but 
childhood still delights in the 
world of magic. In this respect. 
childhood is unchanging, and 
there is still room in every child’s 
life for fairy tales, folk lore and 
other books with an imiginative 
appeal. 

Some children seem to enjoy 
books based on fact. Others will 
read only imaginative books. This 
may be the result of a natural 
disposition, or it may be due to 
the fact that no other books are 
available. 

The parent is responsible for 
providing the child with a varied 
list of books. Only in this way can 
the child’s mental and imagina- 
tive growth be rich and wide.
